TUird Session of the Seventh Parliament. 

FORTIETH DAY. 
Wednesday, April 7, 1897. 
The Speaker took the chair at 2 
o'clock. 

Prayers were read by the Rov, Bilton 
Iiaslam. 

Premier Turner stated that although 
this was private members' day, he 
would move that the discussion on the 
budget should continue, U view of the 
vote of want of confidence. 

Mr. Helmckon said a vote of want of 
confidence would not bother him, and it 
migrht stand over. 

Hon. Premier Turner said they could 
not let the motion stand over! He did 
not think it would delay private bills. 
It was agreed to continue the budget de- 
bate, and Mr. Hume, who moved the 
adjournment on Monday, having intim- 
ated that he had no more to say ; 

Mr. Stoddart said he did not see why 
the Chief Commissioner of Lands and 
"Works bad been singled out for an at- 
tack by the opposition unless it was that 
he was more ali'able and genial than 
some of the other ministers, and perhaps 
they thought he might slip down and 
out for one of them to take his place. 
Referring to Mr. Hume's claim for re- 
distribution be was pleased to hear that 
Kootenay had progressed so well, but he 
did not think it was Buffering for want 
of representation on the floor of the 
house.

He 
noticed that the junior member (or Van 
(•Oliver (Mr. Cotton) had joined forces 
with the hon. member for Dewdney in 
attacking the government for converting 
the loans. He thought lie could show 
that the conversion of the loan was a 
Statesmanlike measure. The junior 
member for Vancouver said the ciu.ver 
sion had cost the country .$120,001). He 
would not question the accuracy of ttie 
Btatement, indeed, he was ready to ac 
ceptit, and yet show that notwithstand- 
ing that cost it had been a states 
manlike measure.

Being so quoted, 
it greatly improved the credit of th 
province", but quotation could never have 
peen given without the conversion. If 
they lost on one side $120,000, they 
gained immeasurably on the other 
improved credit. In proof of that 
mentioned that the first loan issued after 
the conversion was at 86, while the sec- 
oivl loan averaged 91. Here they would 
see that at once the province's credit 
jumped up and the stock was to-day 
q toted at 10H 1 ., net. That was how 
thay benefitted by the loan conversion. 

The hon. member for Dewdney went 
on to thoroughly agree with the govern- 
ment in their policy of spending liberally 
upon public works, and he also said that 
he ilid not object to loans provided 
alwavs that the money was expended on 
tiie objects for which the loan was 
borrowed. Thegovernment had just in- 
troduced a public works hill from w' ' 
it. would be seen that the money must 
lie expended on the purposes for whirl 
i' was to be borrowed. The lion, mem 
ber for Richmond (Mr. Kitld) follows* 
the hon. member for Dewdney, and said 
exactly what he said lust year that he 
had been hunting through the public 
accounts for a mysterious sum of money 
and could not rind it; it was like the 
lost tribes. (Laughter.) If he would go 
to the auditor general he would find the 
lost tribe in about ten minutes. The 
hon. gentleman then went on to attack 
the department of immigration. He told 
them that he thought Norwegians 
•were most excellent settlers and 
moat desirable citizens and then blamed 
the government because, lie said, they 
granted privileges to Norwegians that 
they had denied to other settlers, that 
Bhowed he had not studied the question 
Because they did nothing of the sort. 
The hon. members for Dewdney and 
Richmond were only put forward aa 
skirmishers to cover the main attack. 
It was reserved for the senior member 
for Vancouver, Mr. Williams, to lire 
the great guns which certainly made a 
considerable amount, of noise but it 
turned out that it was all powder and 
no Bhot. (Laughter,. Tim charge of 
that hon. gentleman might be divided 
into two parts; lirst, he blamed the 
government because the Lieutenant- 
Governor had joined the Columbia and 
"Western Railway Company, aa a direc- 
tor. The second part of the charge was 
that they had not as a government been 
sufficiently cnrefttl in miardinic the inter- 
estsof the "province in the matterof secur- 
ity for the carrying out of the line oi tbe 
Colombia aivUVesten: Railway Com pa ny. 
The minister then went, on to show tlint 
the government had pursued tho proper 
.course in the matter, remarking thai 
the Lieut. -Governor had nothing to do 
with the deliberations of the executive 
council. Ordcra-in-council were simply 



Bent up to him for hiB signature, and ho 
had the power of veto given to him in 
order to protect the interests of tile peo- 
ple. That power was hardly ever exe- 
cuted. It really Beemed moat ridiculous 
that the hon. "gentleman should have 
brought such a charge against the gov- 
ernment—in fact, to use his own words, 
it was distinctly lunny. "When the hon. 
member for Vancouver sat down the 
lion, member for South Nanaimo (Dr. 
Walkem) gott up. The hon. member for 
Victoria had verv properly reminded 
them that they should not waste the 
time of the house by discussing petty 
and insignificant subjects, and therefore 
he would pasB over „ne hon. member 
for South Nanaimo. (Laughter.) He 
did not think any member of the house, 
or anyone outside ttie house, really at- 
tached much importance to what that 
hon. gentleman says. Ho occupied a 
position in the house, he would not say 
is the outcast of both parties, but they 
might designate him a singular party. 
In the next parliament he thought he 
would properly occupy the position of the 
missing link. " The second member for 
Vancouver city (Mr. Macpherson) had 
objected to a payment to Prof. Odium 
and had asked for information. Two 
hundred dollars was voted to him for the 
purpose of lantern-slides to aid in his il- 
lustrated lectures in England. Prof. Od- 
ium had received $200 fortwo years from 
the government to help towards his 
travelling expenses, and he did 
not think hon. members would consider 
that extravagance. Both the second 
and third members for Vancouver had 
spoken of the mortgage tax and Mr. 
Cotton had attributed tho distress 
among the farmers to the incidence tf 
the tax. He was quite sure it had noth- 
ing to do with it. The senior member 
for Vancouver in discussing the sub- 
ject the other day said: "A 
fanner comes to this province with a 
capital of $5,000, buys a piece of land 
worth ^ 10,000, and borrows $5,000 to get 
into possession of that land." There 
was the wholo secret of the whole ques- 
tion. Jf a man was to succeed in farm- 
ing he must have at least $50 an acre 
ready for a rainy day. 

Mr. Williams — Where is ho going to 
get it? 

Hon. Col. Baker, continuing, said that 
was the secret of the distress among 
farmers at the present day. If the mort- 
gage tax was taken oil' the mortgagees 
would only add on the interest, and in- 
stead of the half per cent, going into the 
treasury it would go into the pockets of 
money lenders. If the mortgage tax 
was abolished it would not in any way 
benefit, the farmer. He came next to 
the Torrens system. Had any hon. gen- 
tleman shown one single instance of in- 
justice of hardship under the present 
system of land titlea? It was claimed 
that the Torrens system was a better al- 
though a more costly one, and it should 
be introduced. What would happen to 
the farmers in that case'.' Would-be 
purchasers would force them to get titles 
registered under the system and the 
fanners would be put to large expense 
and perhaps then not sell their land. 
Mr. Macphersou had also had some- 
thing to say about the rail- 
way between Rossland and Trail, 
lie condemned the government for 
placing a smelter at Northporl, which 
would have taken all the ore out of this 
province. He met these men and asked 
why not put it at Trail? He told them 
that the government would help them as 
far as they could, and when he returned 
to Victoria he met the council and the 
result was that the smelter was put up 
at Trail and not at Northport. (Cheers.) 
They had heard a good deal about the 
British Columbia Southern, and most 
extraordinary misrepresentations had 
been made upon the subject. Ho was 
proud to have his name associated with 
the railway and charter. Although he 
had a very email interest in the railway, 
because it was controlled, and had been 
for many years, by Eastern and London 
capitalists, still he did inaugurate 
this railway ten years ago ami 
he was very proud of having done eo 
because it would be of immense service 
to the province when tho railway was 
completed — and it would he completed in 
a very short time. He could say to the 
house that so far he had not received a 
cent from the railway, and he could 
prove to them that the hon. member for 
South Nanaimo did not believe that he 
hud received a single cent from the line, 
although he said his (Col. Baker's) 
pockets were tilled, because he had not 
yet been to him to borrow any money. 
(Laughter.) The worst misrepresent!!, 
tions were in the Toronto World and 
they were made by men who, because 
they could not get any of the spoils, vili- 
fied this government and legislature. 
They had only to read between the Hiicb 
of the Toronto World article to see the 
bitterness and spite of disappointed 
greed. He need say nothing more 
about the railway except, that it 
Would be found not to be a 
monopoly. The term of the charter, as 
passed by the legislature, would 'he car- 
ried out, and t here would bo no mono- 
poly of the coal lands. The coal would 
hi; sold at a very cheap [n ice to the peo- 
ple, and tho royalty to the province 
would out a large sum in the treasury 
If he derived any benefit from tin; line 
he would deserve it, and he would he 
very glad to receive it. Passing to the 
complaint of the hon. member for New 
Westminster ( Mr. Kennedy) as to the 
parliament buildings, the hon. gentle- 
man was, he said, far out in saying that 
the buildings would cost $1,250,000 in- 
stead of $000,000. As a matter of fact 
about !fS20,000 would cover everything, 
and experts had Baid that the buildings 
wen: the cheapest, most substantial and 
most ornamental on the continent of 
America. After defending the action of 
the government regarding the appoint 
ment of an architect to report on the 
needed addition to the New Westmin 
ster asylum for tho insane, and also 
replying to charges of negligence against 
the education department in connection 
with Ducks school and primary schools 
in cities, he dealt with the complaints 
as to water records granted to A. Heinze. 
The facts thero were as follows: As soon 
as the water bill came into the Iioueo he 
thought it duo to tho interest of the pro- 
vince to toll tho gold commissioners to 
stop granting further water rights and 
h> refer application to the Lieut. - 
tlovernor-in-Oouncil. He took that 
course because he thought there might 
he a rush for water privileges before the 
bill was passed. Then came tho request 
from Heinze, for 1,200 inches of water on 
Reaver creek, for which ho had applied 
twelve months ago. He saw Heinze's 
agent in Victoria and suggested to him 
that he should wait until tho Water bill 
wan passed, but the agent Baid he had 
all his machinery in, and to wait for the 
lull would mean a delay of two or three

Coast by the Canadian Pacific. The 
western portion will obtain such connec- 
tion by means of the contemplated line 
from Penticton. Here we have a definite 
plan, which, indeed, is not what the 
World has hoped to see done, but yet is 
one which it cannot Bay is without great 
merits. 

The World makes a very remarkable 
statement in regard to one very impor- 
tant portion of the line for which it con- 
tends. It says that a mere local line 
from the Const to Ohilliwack " would 
not afford traffic for an ordinary sized 
train either in passengers or freight moro 
than twice a week." This distance has 
already been stated by our contemporary 
at SO miles in correction of the approxi- 
mate distance of 00 miles stated in the 
subsidy bill. If 'this estimate of tho 
traffic of the road is correct, where does 
it land the promoters of the through 
line? We suppose if this is true as to 
the line to Chilliwack, it will he equally 
true of the line from the Coast to Hope, 
or Bay 100 miles. It will be recalled that 
one of the great arguments for the Coast- 
Kootonay road is that the farmers of the 
lower Falser want an outlet for their 
produce, and that they are suffering for 
lack of an opportunity to send it into 
Kootenay. In view of this it is certainly 
startling to be told that they could not 
load two trains a week. If the World is 
right in tliis it practically destrovs tho 
chance of any company being able to 



plied for the water a year ago, but hia 
application was not acted on. When the 
water bill was introduced the Minister 
of Mines instructed the Gold Commis- 
sioners, who had the power of granting 
water rights, not to act on any applica- 
tions without the direct authority of the 
Lieutenant-Governor in council in each 
case.

WORLD" OS 

THE SUBSIDY BILL. 



The Vancouver World, whose views on 
the railway subsidy question would have 
more weight if it were not known that 
its mannger is promoting line ro from 
the Coast to Kootenay, thinks the gov- 
ernment bill an unfair one. Notwith- 
standing the self-interest which natur- 
ally affects the attitude of that paper, its 
position is worthy of serious considera- 
tion, because it may naturally be ex- 
pected to put the side of the case which 
it espouses in the strongest possible 
light; although we do not admit that it 
has done bo. 

Our contemporary treats the Coast- 
Kootenay road as consisting of five sec 
tions; namely: 1. From the Coast to 
the Meridian of Port Moody ; From 
the Meridian of Port Moody to a point 
opposite Hope; il. From a point opposite 
Hope to Penticton; -1. From Penticton 
to Boundary Creek ; 5. From Boundary 
('reek to the Columbia. It does not 
specifically divide the line in this way, 
hut its remarks imply such a division. 

For the first section, which is a short 
one, it thinks the Dominion Parliament 
would give substantial aid. For the 
second, which is approximately 70 miles, 
it says government aid is very problem- 
a ical. It expresses no opinion as to 
fie probability of aid being extended 
by the Dominion government for the 
other three s.eelions of the line. That is 
to say of the total distance from the 
coast to Kootenay it counts upon Do- 
minion aid only for the few miles be- 
tween the coast and the meridian of 
Port Moody, which is substantially 
nothing at all when compared with the 
cost of the whole line. Therefore when 
our contemporary claims that the pro- 
vincial government should take such 
steps as will secure the construction of 
the Coast- Kootenay road, it is asking in 
effect that the Province shall assume 
the responsibility of its entire cost. This 
was in fact the only proposition ever 
put before the public, namely that the 
legislature should guarantee the bonds 
of a company to an amount variously 
Btated at from $12,000,000 to $1 7,000,000. 
hi other words the government is asked 
to exhaust the present credit of the 
Province to enable the manager of the 
World and his associates to build a rail- 
way, into which they would not put a 
single dollar of their own money. This 
is certainly a startling proposition, hut 
alone would appear to meet our 
contemporary 'a idea oi what is " fair.' 
If we do the World an injustice, we shall 
he -lad to he set right, hut the aforegoing 
is certainly what has substantially been 
demanded and neither the World nor 
anyone els<' has formulated any other 
plan. 

The World admits the desirability of 
aiding the road from Penticton to 
Boundary Creek, hut objects that it lias 
no definite eastern terminus. This is a 
very trivial objection. The subsidy bill 
provides for approximately 100 miles of 
road from Penticton to Boundary Creek. 
This is definite enough for all practical 
purposes. The language gives the gov- 
ernment sufficient leeway to secure a 
road to a suitable terminal point in the 
Kettlo Kiver country, which is what it 
is intended to do. But the World ob- 
jects that 100 miles is only half way to 
the Columbia. That soil oi objection is 
capable of indefinite elaboration. One 
hundred miles from Penticton may be 
only half way to the Columbia, one-third 
of the way to the Kootenay, and one- 
quarter of tho way to some place else, 
but it is approximately the distance ne- 
cessary to give tho highly valuable min- 
eral district in the valley of the Kettle 
river and its tributaries access to the 
Coast, and it is for this purpose that the 
subsidy has been given. The more 
eastern portion of the southern mineral 
belt already has connection with the

according to the World, shortly will be 
competitors for business. Wo are not 
taking this position, but aro simply 
showing where tho arguments of our 
contemporary land it. In brief, we may 
say that if the article in the World of 
Monday is not answered it defeats for- 
ever, or at least for many years to come, 
the chances of the Coast-Kootenay rail- 
way. Our contemporary illustrates the 
danger of proving too much. 



Our contemporary points out, ami 
probably correctly enough, that several 
American projects are on foot to tap the 
rich country in the neighborhood of 
Kettle river. This lias doubtless influ- 
enced the government in granting aid to 
a road from Penticton. This line can he 
built in a little over a year from the time 
a company takes it in hand, that is, the 
Coast cities can have connection with 
that district as soon as any Am- 
erican roads can get in there, 
provided the route via the Shuswap 
and i Ikanagan is adopted. If instead of 
providing for a road from Penticton the 
government had set about aiding a road 
from the Coast, several years would 
necessarily elapse before the needed con- 
nection would be afforded, and in the 
meantime American roads would pene- 
trate the country and the trade bo di- 
verted from the cities of British Colum- 
bia. This portion of our contemporary's 
argument affords the strongest possible 
justification of the government's policy. 

The Colonist is not opposed to tlie 
construction of the Coast-Kootenay road. 
It is prepared to support any reasonable 
proposition looking to the construction 
of that line, but it is not prepared to 
support a proposition that the province 
Bliall take what is practically a leap in 
the dark and, with millions of acres of 
territory awaiting development, tie its 
hands for years to come hy guarantee- 
ing bonds for the construction of a rail- 
way that will certainly cost $ 12,000,000 
and may cost $17,000,000.

The R.M.S. Empress of Japan, inward 
bound from China and Japan, reached 
quarantine at -1 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing, and spent the entire day complying 
with inspection and fumigation regula- 
tions. Aboard were 789 Chinese, 12 in- 
termediate and 40 saloon passengers, the 
tirst mentioned including, besides 62 
destined for Victoria, a theatrical troupe 
of 100 members. The troupe are on 
their way to Nashville, Tennessee, 
where they are to make up a proposed 
Chinatown and to give daily perform- 
ances in connection with a big 
exhibition there, to be held be- 
fore many months. They call 
themselves the " Dragon Exhibitors. " 
and anticipate making a tour of the con- 
tinent before their return to the Flowery 
Kingdom. Of the saloon passengers 
only two were for Victoria, these being 
Miss McKellar, a lady doctor who has 
bad an important charge in a mission in 
Central India, and Miss Ramsay, of 
China. They are at present the guests 
of Kev. J. C. Forster, and this evenin 
Miss McKeller will conduct a prayer 
meeting in the St. Andrew's Presbyterian 
church. They came in from quarantine 
on the Lender Maude, which early yes 
terday morning conveyed a number of 
the other passengers into town. 
Among them were Rev. J. M. 
Francis, of the American Episcopal 
church, who w ill make a tour of Ameri- 
can cities before going to England, his 
destination; and Mr. .1, Campbell 
Thompson, associate member of the In- 
stitute of Civil Engineers, who is 
making a tour of the world. He left 
London on the 26th of December, taking 
the P. ^ O. steamer for Bombay, where 
he saw somo of the many scenes of 
famine that have been bo numerous in 
India this year. He went from there 
by way of Singapore to Hongkong, and 
after visiting many of the Chinese coast 
cities spent three weeks in Japan. His 
plans are now to catch the Teutonia on 
her next voyage across the Atlantic. Xex t 
year he will again circle the globe, but 
this time he will travel in the opposite 
direction. Eleven of the saloon passen- 
gers are Japanese and are made up of 
six members of the Japanese civil ser- 
vice and live marine and life insurance 
representatives. In appearance no more 
gay Parisians could be found. Their 
number include an amateur photo- 
grapher, who spent his time ashore well 
employed in " corralling " sights. They 
are travelling to different parts, Borae to 
the Eastern States and others to Europe. 
The Asiatic mail urougbt by the Japan 
did not reach Victoria until a late hour 
last night, and there was general dis- 
satisfaction among those awaiting its 
arrival from the very indefinite in- 
formation to he gotten from quarantine 
about it. 

STORMY VOYAGE COMPLETED. 

Capt. Hansen, of the big four-masted 
Norwegian bark Prince Robert, and the 
skipper of the British bark Comet, 
which arrived in the Royal Roads on 
Tuesday night from the Orient, were 
both in' the city yesterday and report 
having had the roughest kind of voy- 
ages and having numerous sails blown to 
shreds, but the crew of the Prince Rob- 
ert fared the worst. Capt. Hansen and 
his brother, the first mate, were injured 
on the passage, and while the former is 
able to move around it mav be that the 
latter will have to go to the hospital to 
recuperate. In the commencement of 
the trip he was struck by a sea on deck 
and carried forcibly against the vessel's 
bulwark. His hand was badly jammed 
and, to add to the seriousness of the 
case, blood-poisoning set in. The cap- 
tain's injuries were received in almost 
the saint! way. but instead oi a sore 
hand he has a badly bruised leg. The 
vessel in the fore part of her voyage ran 
into a tvphoon, which continued with 
the greatest severity for three days, giv- 
ing the four-master a hard strug- 
gle for "life." Gale alter gall! 
followed, hut through ail the 
good craft labored admirably, not

months. He replied that he would give 
him the 1,200 inches on condition that 
he came under the water bill when 
passed. What harm could there be in 
that action? Mr. Heinze would come 
under the act like anyone else. The 
leader of the opposition had told the 
same tale of blue ruin he had heard dur- 
ing the ten years he had been in the 
house. In the case of Ruckle Brothers, 
there had been the fairest possible trial 
while as to his claim that the increase 
in salaries had been made to civil ser- 
vants in Victoria, the leader of the op- 
position must have been informed. The 
salaries had been increased of officers in 
New Westminster, Kootenay, Yale, Car- 
iboo, and elsewhere. He had ^ also said 
that the government did not spend 
sufficient money on roads. That aston- 
ished him, as before they had always 
said the government Bpent too much. 
("No.no.") Yes they did, and now 
they turned round. He was 0sure they 
would find no province in Canada or 
state in the Union that, proportionately, 
spent so much on public works. He 
would like to say a few words about the 
financial position of the province. Last 
year he stated that it was 
very unfair to attempt to guage the 
financial position of any country by 
taking one or two years of expenditure, 
it was necessary to take at least; a de- 
cade. He pointed out that between 
1SS6 and 1892 which was a period of 
prosperity the revenue steadily increased 
until it almost balanced the expendi- 
ture. Then came the great financial 
depression and the government by its 
liberal public works tided the people 
over this financial depression. Hu 
showed also that last year the revenue 
again began to expand. It was *then 
$9S9,7C5 and the estimated revenue now 
$1,288,000 or about $300, 000 in ad- 
vance. He thought that was a sure 
indication of the prosperity of the prov- 
ince. To show, however, that we ware 
not on the verge of bankruptcy, he 
would give them the expenditure for the 
last ten years on public workB. The 
total was $12,510,000, while the total 
revenue had been $8,431,200, so that 
there was an excess of $4,108,800 expen- 
diture over receipts. What had become 
of that $4,000,000? He wondered if it 
was the lost tribe of the hon. member 
for Richmond ? (Laughter.) They had 
spent in that time on public works 
$4,346,000. That was capital account, 
and the difference between the two sums 
was $237,000, and that was what they had 
taken out of the revenue account and 
put to capital account. That did 
not look like bankruptcy. He consid- 
ered it very satisfactory, and if they 
spent their appropriations in the usual 
way they would show a very good bal- 
ance on the right side. They sometimes 
heard that when business was expand- 
ing the expenditures increased faster 
than the revenue. The part of the prov- 
ince that was developing with the great- 
est rapidity was West Kootenay, and in 
the last four years the total expenditure 
on public works had been $303,450, while 
the revenue waB $370, 80S, which was 
$73,418 in excess. Some one might say, 
what about railways? They had guar- 
anteed railways in that country, and the 
amount that they had to pay was $77,- 
540, They must remember, however, 
that they had $180,000 Dominion sub- 
sidy, which was taken as security for any 
payment they might be called upon to 
make. They had not arrived at the 
end of the subsidy, and. therefore could 
not fairly charge the amount they had 
paid for interest on the railway bonds, 
to expenditure for Kootenay. However, 
they might fairly say that the $73,418 
\va3 an excess of revenue over expendi- 
ture in West Kootenay for the last four 
years. He thought he had shown that 
the province was in a very good state, 
and that there was no possibility of 
bankruptcy, and he claimed that the 
government Bhould be allowed credit for 
the satisfactory financial condition of 
the province. The government had bad 
serious difficulties to contend with in 
the rapid development of the province. 
Applications had come pouring in for 
roads, bridges and public works. The 
testimony of experts show that in no 
country was there a more liberal expen- 
diture on public works. He had en- 
deavored to Hhow that the government 
was not open to the charges of lion, 
members opposite. There were one or 
two people outside the house lusting 
for the spoils of office, and perhaps one 
or two members in the house who did 
not hesitate to try and defame the char- 
acter of honorable men, but the mem- 
bers of the government bad every conli- 
dence in the common sense and justice 
and square dealing of the bulk of the 
people of the country and they were 
confident that whatever their defects 
might be they would get a verdict from 
the people that they had at least done 
ttieir duty faithfully honestly and to the 
best of their ability. (Cheers). 

Mr. Forster criticized tlie estimates at 
some length, and declared that instead 
of the government having $280,000 on 
hand at the beginning of the next fiscal 
year, as the Premier hoped, they would 
probably be behind $100,000. He urged 
that the mining tax should be increased, 
and claimed, in reference to the timber 
dues, that there were certain peculiari- 
ties in the land commissioner's report 
which required investigation. It seemed 
to him that the government were being 
defrauded. He criticized the education 
department lor introducing a weighty 
and exhaustive work on agriculture as a 
text book in the schools, and urged that 
a less complicated work on agriculture 
could be found. 

Col. Baker explained that the text- 
hook was introduced temporarily and a 
less complicated text-book was under 
preparation. 

Mr. Forster held that the grand jurors 
of this province should be paid. The 
whole idea of doing something for noth- 
ing was wrong. The government's rail- 
way policy did not meet with the neces- 
sities of the present time. 

Mr. Booth uphold the government's 
railway policy, and urged that miners 
"Bhould pay more for the benefit of the 
lines. He agreed that mining tax 
should be increased, and said they must 
pay far more than they did at present. | 
He endorsed the government's action on 
the railway bill. 

Mr. Williams referred to the remarks 
in the Colonist that his complaint re- 
garding the Lieut. -Governor was " mon- 
strously impertinent." When he was 
afraid to get up in thiB house to dis- 
charge what he considered to be his duty 
and point out what ho considered to be 
a very great violation of constitutional 
principles, he would fail to be discharg- 
ing his duties in tho interests of the 
country. He claimed that tho return as 



to Ruckle Bros', pre-emption showed a 
distinct violation of the Land Act, 1895. 

Hon. Mr. Martin, referring directly to 
the Ruckle Broa'. matter, said he had 
acted as he considered in the interests 
of the country. He was only too glad to 
see the committee appointed yesterday, 
but he did think the hon. gentleman 
had not shown good taste in bringing 
this matter up after the decision to ap- 
point the committee. If he felt that he 
was liable to censure he would have 
placed his resignation in Mr. Turner's 
hands. Ho thought, however, that when 
the committeo sifted the evidence they 
would decide that he had acted in the 
interests of British Columbia. He 
had not been interested pri- 
vately or publicly in any speculation. 
As to the complaints regarding the sale 
of the small island at the mouth of Fra- 
ser river to William Donelly, authorized 
by the Land Act, he might say that tho 
island was uusurveyed, unoccupied and 
unreserved crown land at the date it was 
applied for by Mr. Donelly. Mr. Don- 
oily gave due notice of his intention to 
apply to purchase the land and no per- 
son opposed it; ho had it surveyed, and 
it was sold to him at $5 per acre. 
The Land Act did not prohibit 
the sale of lands for townaite pur- 
poses or us sites for fishing stations. 
Since he had been in office ho had tried 
to act impartially to everyone, and he 
had carried out his work strictly in ac- 
cordance with the Laud Act. (Cheers.) 

Dr. Walkem in explanation of the 
accusation made against him tho other 
day by Hon. Mr. Martin said ho had 
never said one word about tho chief 
commissioner getting money from tho 
treasury office. 

Mr. Macnherson returned to the at- 
tack about the lishing stations, claiming 
that was a way in which the chief com- 
missioner had not carried out the Land 
Act. The grievance ho had against the 
chief commissioner was that he was not 
receiving proper remuneration for the 
country 's assets. He would vote for the 
amendment. 

Mr. Kellie remarked that he had been 
in the house seven years and had never 
been able to find out what the policy of 
the opposition would lie should they get 
into office. It Mr. Semiin would give 
them some idea of that several mem- 
bers might be able to make up their 
minds how they would vote on the non- 
con lidence amendment. 

Mr. Kennedy Baid if the opposition 
came into power they would endeavor 
to do the business of the country in a 
business way. 

Mr. Bootti presented a report from the 
municipal committee asking for two 
more members to be placed on that com- 
mittee, raising the number to peven. 
The report was adopted, anil Messrs. 
Rithet and Kennedy were added to the 
committee. 

Dr. Walkem's bill to amend the Small 
Debts Act Amendment Act, 1S9G, was 
read a first time. 

The Speaker called o'clock and re- 
cess was taken. 

After Recess. 

The Speaker resumed the chair at 
8 :15 p.m. 

Mr. Kennedy found he had overlooked 
a few points before adjournment. He 
thought it was curious advice that the 
Minister of Immigration gave to farm- 
ers, namely, that they must have $50 
per acre after they had stocked 
their farms. The best settler3 were those 
who came in with willing hands and 
hearts and hewed homes for themselves. 
He traversed the statement of tho Presi- 
dent of the Council that grand jurors 
had never asked for pay. A grand jury 
he himself tat in had made a present- 
ment to Mr. Justice McCreight on the 
subject, and he hoped the government 
would favorably consider the matter. 
( If ear, hear.) 

Mr. Helmcken reverted to Mr. Stod- 
dart's remarks on the revision oi the 
statutes. He said to state that one judge 
was also appointed because he had not 
been appointed to revise the statutes 
was an entirely gratuitous insult to the 
learned judge. The government were 
fortunate in the learned judge tiiey had 
to do the revision, but he had to pro 
test against the suggestion which bad 
been made regarding the other judge. 

Mr. Kidd claimed that the Minister of 
Education had not answered his stric 
tures on the public accounts, lie had 
not shown that the conversion of the 
loan hail resulted profitably to the pro 
vince. Retrenchment was the policy of 
the opposition. 

Hon. Mr. Turner said he had a certain 
amount of commiseration for the hon 
gentlemen opposite, especially when 
they got into the depths of the finances 
and the debt conversion. With respect 
to that last matter he said at the time 
he suggested the conversion it was to 
give credit to the province. At that 
time the province bad no credit, and 
there was one loan oat at. (5 per cent, ami 
one at per cent., and tlx 'se loans 
were issued in a private way; that 
was they were taken up by banks 
and they were not public loans in any 
respect. That was a very important con- 
sideration with respect to the method of 
finance at tne present time. Hon. gen- 
tlemen opposite were arguing in favor of 
a hole and corner policy for loans. They 
wanted the house to pass a vote fur a 
loan and see if a bank would lake it in 
the did way. That was not a public loan. 
A public loan was for the object of pre- 
venting any possibility of fraud. The 
only way to have our stock dealt with 
on the London market and to obtain 
credit was to convert the old loans, 
and they were advised to make the 
price 145. They expected tho conversion 
to cost something. The junior member 
for Vancouver (Mr. Cotton) had said the 
cost was $120,000. They did not admit 
that, but taking it as true, they had not 
only, in exchange, established their 
credit, but they had saved materially. 
The great mistake hon. gentlemen made 
was that they said the country paid ,£145 
for each £100 share. The fact was they 
paid 3 per cent, on £145 inBtead of per 
cent, on £100. That was a saving of 
XI 13s. Od. every year on each £100. 
True, at the end of the 20 or 10 years, as 
the ease might be, they would have to 
pay £40 in addition to the £100. Com- 
pounding the .£1 13s. Od. saved on each 
£100, that would much more than pay 
the £45. To-day they were sav- 
ing $45,000 on tho interest on 
the loans. Three years of that 
saving would wipe out the $120,000. 
Tho policy of the other side had been 
well called a peanut policy. (Laughter). 
He had not intended to refer to the re- 
marks made by the hon. member from 
Vancouver (Mr. Williams) as to the 
Lieutenant-Governor. The hon. trentle- 
nian had again brought it up so he 
might deal with it. The hon. gentle- 
man evidently felt that he was going to 
convict the government of high treason. 



It reminded him of the old fable of the 
mouse coming out of the moun- 
tain. Tho hon. gentleman in read- 
ing the order - in - council left 
out some figures which pertinently 
referred to the matter. The only charge 
the opposition could bring against the 
government was that they bad impro- 
perly disposed of 47 acres of land. In 
the four days' argument the one matter 
of policy which the opposition had 
placed on record was that they would 
tax mines very much more heavily. 
The government might have erred on 
the right side, but the opposition would 
tax them more. The amendment was a 
puerile one. 

Mr. Semiin said the Premier had 
made a mistake on the ruining question. 
It was Mr. Booth who wanted the tax 
increased. 

Mr. Cotton dealt with the remarks of 
the premier regarding the loan and 
maintained that the conversion of the 
loan entailed a financial loss to the prov- 
ince. It waa not the duty of the oppo- 
sition to formulate a policy. The prem- 
ier Baid the policy of the opposition was 
t) double the tax on miners. It was not 
the opposition but Mr. Booth who had 
advocated such a policy. 

Hon. Premier Turner said Mr. Mac- 
pherson and another opposition member 
(Mr. Forster) had advocated the in- 
creased tax on miners. 

Mr. Stoddard explained his remarks 
about. bulge Walkem, declaring that he 
said nothing derogatory. He highly re- 
spected the judge. What he did say 
was that if another gentleman had been 
chosei> to do the revising they would not 
have heard complaints from certain hon. 
gentlemen. 

The amendment was then negatived 
by 17 to 10 on the following division : 

Ayes — Williams, Semiin, Cotton, ( Ira- 
ham, Kennedy, Hume, Forster, Kidd, 
Macpheraon, Walkem — 10. 

Noes — Pooley, Eberts, Bryden, Rog- 
ers, Huff, liraden, Turner, McGregor, 
linker, Rithet, Adams, Booth, Smith, 
Mutter, Stoddart, Martin, Helmcken— 
17. 

The motion was tiie.i carried, and the 
house went into committee with Mr. 
Booth in the chair. 

A vote of $281,048, public debt, was 
passed and tho committee reported pro- 
gress. 

Mr. Helmcken introduced an act to 
amend the Trustees and Kxecutors Act, 
and an act to provide parliamentary suf- 
frage for women. Both were read a first 
time and the house adjourned at 10:10 
p. ni.

The Australian mail brings evidence 
of a barbarous criino in the New Heb- 
rides. Mr. S. Duncan, a white trader 
who reached .Sydney from South Africa 
last year, met his death in a very pain- 
ful way while trading with the natives. 
It seems the unfortunate wretch was 
tied up to one of the trees for three days. 
He \Vil8 kept alive in such a way that 
the food was forced down his throat. At 
the end of the three days he was cut 
down and killed and eaten, the women 
even joining. joyfully in the cannibalistic 
feast. There was a great assemblage 
from the various groups of islands. 

Duncan, it appears, was a single man, 
of a'bout 33 years of age. lift was evi- 
dently a smart business man, and one 
who could be thoroughly trusted in any 
class of work. For inland service he 
seemed essentially fitted. He was not 
likely to make an enemy, and the great 
trouble in connection with island life 
was about absent in his case. Longonna 
island was the scene of the tragedy. 
Duncan 'jettled there first, and then 
located on Aova island, where he col 
lected bis tratle stulf for the Amur to 
bring to Sydney. 

Duncan was a peaceable man, and bis 
friends at Sydney say that he would not 
draw bis revolver on any account. From 
those who know the New Hebrides lias 
been collected the information that the 
natives are very treacherous and that 
they have on several occasions*dealt 
murderously with European vessel

HER FATE IS SEALED. 

The "Wlllapa's" Back is Broken and All 
Efforts to Save Her Will Be 
Unavailing. 

The steamer Mexico completed her 
first Alaska voyage of the season late 
last night, when she reached the ocean 
dock from the Northland after a passage 
that was scarcely a pleasant introduc- 
tion — rough weather being experienced 
almost without interruption on the up- 
trip. Going north the Willapa was 
sighted at about half-tide, apparently 
resting easilv, and with men busily em- 
ployed about her ; on the return trip a 
great change was noticeable. The 
little steamer was desolate and 
deserted; her back appeared to 
be broken; and she presented quite 
as forlorn an appearance as the San Pe- 
dro in the heyday of her history as a 
question mark for visitors to Victoria. 

The Mexico's officers are agreed that 
the Willapa is now past all hope of sal- 
vation, and it is their belief that Captain 
Roberts and hip crew are following them 
down on the Seattle steamer that had 
been sent to their relief. 

The Mexico had one-sided busi- 
ness on this her first voyage 
of the season. (in the up trip 
every inch of her passenger and freight 
space was in strong demand; coming 
down her officers and crew had the ship 
to themselves, and there wasn't enough 
freight offering for ballast. The return- 
ing steamer did not even bring an item 
oi mining news, the rush to the Yukon 
beinu' only just commencing for the year, 
and the exodus south being as yet six 
months or more awav.

TO VISIT THE CZAR. 

President Faure Will Take a Trip to St. 
Petersburg This Summer. 

London, April ".—The Paris corres- 
pondent of the Times says that the re- 
ports that the Czar will visit France and 
that M . Faure will visit St. Petersburg 
are still kept up, despite definite offi- 
cial denials in both capitals. It is 
said that the Czar will spend 
a fortnight in Paris incognito, 
staying at Versailles, Fontainbleau or 
Compiegne. The Czarina insists on this 
visit because it was expressly promised 
when their Majesty's were last in Paris, 
although her present condition of 
health is not such as to allow 
her to no herself. President future's 
visit to St. Petersburg will be made, it 
is said, about the end of July, after the 
other rulers, the Emperor Francis Jo- 
seph and the Emperor William have 
left. M. Faure will be received with the 
same ceremonial, but as his stay will be 
longer the court etiquette will he some- 
what less strictly observed while he is 
there. 



SHAUGHNESSY DENIES. 

That the C. P. R. Has Come to Trailic Ar- 
rangements With Its Rivals. 

Montreal, April 7. — (Special) — Mr. 
T. G. Shaughneesy, vice-president of the 
C.P.R., was seen to-day in reference to 
a report published in New York that a 
traffic arrangement had been affected 
between the C. P. P., the Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific with 
regard to trans - continental and 
Pacific coast business. Mr. Shaughnessy 
declared that no such arrangement bad 
been made or was being negotiated. 
The two American roads mentioned are 
connections of the < irand Trunk railway 
system and it is understood to have been 
at their instigation that the Grand Trunk 
entered into its rate war with theC.P.R. 

It is not 
likely, therefore, that they should now 
be making trailic arrangements with 
the CP. P. of the nature indicated in 
the report from New York. 



TO GUARD FROM FRAUD. 

Want to Mark British Agricultural Produce 
For Protection. 

London. April 7.— The president of 
the board of agriculture, Mr. Walter 
Long, in the House of Commons to-day, 
said there was marvellous unanimity in 
favor of the principle of Mr. Winlield- 
Digby's bill, the object of which was sole- 
ly to protect British produce from fraud 
and not for protection against imports. 
Mr. Long further remarked that the 
government was prepared to support 
the bill on the condition that it was re- 
ferred to a select committee. Mr. Wing- 
lield-Dinby moved the closure of the de- 
bate, which was carried without a divi- 
sion and the agricultural marks bill 
passed its second reading by a vote of 
160 to 00. The measure was then re- 
ferred to a select committee.
